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The following officers are appointed to serve as membas and alternate members, 
respectively, of a Military Commission for the purpose of hying any and all charges 
referred for trial ~n the abovestyled case. The Militray Commission will meet at such 
times and places as directed by the Appointing Authority or the Presiding Officer. Each 
member or alternate member will serve until removed by proper authority. 

In the event that one or more of the members, not including the Presiding Officer, 
is removed by the Appointing Authority, one or more of the alternate members will 
automatically be appointed, in order, to replace the removed member(s), until either all 
removed members have been replaced or no alternate members remain. Should the 
Presiding Officer grant a challenge for cause against any member, that member will be 
removed as a member, excused born W e r  proceedings, and automatically replaced by 
the next alternate member. Any alternate member appointed under the automatic 
replacement provisions herein described shall become a member of the wmmission and 
shall be subject to removal and automatic replacement as ~f originally appointed as a 
member. In accordance with Paragraph 4(A)(1)&(2) of Military Commission Order No. 
1, should no alternate member be available to replace any member 1 remove or any 
member removsd pursuant to a challenge for cause, and provided that at least three 
members, in addition to the Presiding Officer, remain, the wmmission may p r o d  
wthout appointment of additional members.
